talking about cancer rates in Canada? One in 2.3 men and 1 in 

26 Ene will have cancer some time in their lifetime! In the 

1930s, the figure was one in 10. And, the cancer rate for children 

has increased 20 per cent! 

What's up? Mesley reviewed the list of recommendations from 
the Canadian Cancer Socety (don’t smoke, exercise, get regular 
doctor/dental checkups, etc) and stated she‘d followed them all 
her whole life and still ended up with breast cancer 

She found studies that show that adopting a low fat diet after 
the age of 50 showed no reduction in cancer rates; same for high 
fiber diets. Mesley interviewed the author of Cancer-Gate: How 
to win the losing cancer war. His position is that because “well- 
meaning institutions like the Canadian Cancer Society” have 
misspent billions targeting treatments, while virtually ignoring 
strategies for preventing cancer in the first place, cancer rates 
are dimbing. In particular, he noted that European Union coun- 
tries have rejected Canadian beef because of the use of growth 
hormones. Growth hormones contain at least one of the known 
carcinogens.

How to Avoid Poverty

With the new government 
now in place, the demands are 
sure to start coming that Harper 


tackle the persistent problem of 


poverty. And there's no dearth 
of suggestions of how to “make 
poverty history”: increase the 
minimum wage, increase wel- 
fare payments create more make 
work projects. 

When we talk about poverty 
like this, though, we're talking 
about it as if it’s a virus, ready 
to randomly infect whomever 
happens to saunter by. But pov- 
erty generally is not random. I 
know it’s not sodally acceptable 
to say it, but poverty tends to 
stalk those people who have be- 
haved in ways that make earning 
a good living more difficult. 

Obviously there will always be 
factors beyond our control, and 
[hope that Harper implements. 
good economic policies that will 
relieve the kind of poverty that 
stalks communities when indus- 
try dries up. Too often, though, 
we're scared to talk about the 
personal factors in poverty be- 
cause it sounds like we're blam- 


ing people. But we have to talk 
about them if we want to help 
young people steer clear of pov- 
erty’s pitfalls 

William Galston, a University 

of Maryland Professor of Pub- 
lic Policy, found that following 
these steps reduces your chance 
of long-term poverty by almost 
90%. First, graduate from high 
school. Then, if you don’t want to 
goon to higher education, take a 
job nght away. Any job. Don't wait 
for your dream job, but get the 
experience that Wal-Mart or Mc- 
Donald's offers. Minimum wage 
jobs may not be fun, but they're 
usually short-term and can lead 
to better jobs in the future. 

While you're busy looking for 
those jobs, there's something you 
shouldn’t be doing: having a baby. 
Wait until you are mamed Single 
parenthood is the biggest ticket to 
poverty there is Marnage, on the 
other hand, often acts as a “get 
out of poverty free” card. Linda 
Waite and Maggie Gallagher in 
a large-scale study of marniage, 
found that marriage itself tends 
to boost one’s income potential 
So if you can, steer dear of losers 
and abusers, find someone stable 
and kind to marry (I know that’s 
the hard part), stay marnied, and 
wait until you're married to be- 
come a parent. 

Finally, stay out of trouble. If 
you're in jail, it’s hard to feed your 
family, and it’s hard to get a job 
afterwards. 

Do these things work? Galston 
says they do. Only 8% of fami-

lies who have followed these 
rules are poor compared to 80% 
of families who have not. This 
doesn’t mean you won't face oc- 
casional lean years, but these will 
tend to be the exception, rather 
than the rule 

These steps aren't rocket sai- 
ence, and on the surface they 
aren't that difficult. But they're 
not that fun, and that’s prob- 

ably why this advice is often 
spurned. Many young people 
suffer from what Galston calls 
a “magical outlook”: ask them 
what they'll be doing ten years 
from now, and they talk about 
having a nice house, a great en- 
tertainment system, and trips to 
the Canbbean, but they don’t do 
anything in the here and now to 
give this a chance of happening. 

Our kids are taught to dream 

but not to do. 

Let's teach them to do. Let’s 
say it together: finish high school 
Take a job. Don’t have a baby 
without getting mamed. Marry 
Wisely. Stay out of trouble. And 
that's it. Of course, you prob- 
ably will still experience rough 
times, and there are no guaran- 
tees. People you love can leave 
you. You still have to be care- 
ful with credit cards, with sav- 
ings with spending. But these 
steps offer you as close to a dear 
future as anything else we've 
come up with. So don’t ndicule 
it. Just do it, and make poverty 
history.

Helpful Hints Before 
Converting Your Basement 


One of the most popular trends 
of late among homeowners is 
converting the basement into 
something more, be it a base- 
ment apartment, a home office 
ora personal recreation area. 
While the end product of such 
a revision can be both satisfying 
and rewarding, crossing that fin- 
ish line is by no means an easy 
task and might take months, 
if not years, for even the most 
devoted of renovators. 

REMOVE MOISTURE 

Perhaps the foremost thing 
to consider for anyone think- 
ing about basement remodel- 
ing is checking for moisture 
problems. Many basements 
have been damaged by floods 
or heavy rains, so securing your 
basement should be the very 
first thing you do when em- 
barking on a remodeling job 
Tending to moisture problems 
can range from the simple to 
the complex, depending on a 
variety of factors. Either way, 
you should take whatever steps 
necessary. 

The popular way to go about 
solving moisture problems in 
your basement seems to be coat- 
ing the inside walls. Though this 
isa solution, it’s not a very good 
one. Coating only masks the 
problem, as opposed to other 
methods that will get rid of it. 


Regardless of how much coat- 
ing costs (it will be less expen- 
sive) and how it may seem as 
though it’s working, your mois- 
ture problem will still be there 
it just won't be as intrusive. Get- 
ting rid of the moisture prob- 
lem entirely is your best option, 
especially if you plan on keep- 
ing your basement serviceable 
after the first major rainstorm 
has hit. 

Before examining exterior 
causes of moisture, removing 
any excess interior causes (such 
as humidity) is a good idea. If 
you choose to use a dehumidi- 
fier, be careful, as overuse and 
air that is too dry can lead to 
moisture being drawn into the 
basement too rapidly, causing all 
sorts of unwanted problems. After 
you've done what you need to 
do internally, examine your gut- 
ters and the surface area outside 
your basement. If your gutters 
and drainspouts are channeling 
water in the direction of your 
basement, redirect them away 
from the house. If need be, slant 
the drainspouts diagonally away 
from the house so water will 
travel in that direction. Also, if 
the surface area around your 
basement is slanted inward to- 
ward the house, dig up the ar- 
eas outside the foundation walls 
and slant them away from the 


house. This is a timely and in- 
volved process, but it will en- 
sure that your basement is safer 
from flooding 

READY TO REMODEL 

Once you've solved your mois- 
ture problems (and remember, 
itis a basement, so you'll never 
truly get rid of all moisture 
it's time to start some 


modeling. To help cre; 


mosphere that lets y rget 
you're in a basement, install some 
closets around the utilities, such 
as heating units and water me- 
ters. These closets need not be 
big, just enough to conceal the 
utilities. Also remember to keep 
these closets accessible when ar- 
ranging furniture 

The next thing you'll want to 
dois work on the ceilings. If you 
really want to create an escapist’s 
paradise, drywall your ceilings 
rather than installing drop ceil- 
ing tiles, to make the room feel 
less like a basement. Make sure 
you do this before installing any 
carpeting or moving anything 
into the basement so drywall 
fibers don’t dirty your carpet 
Also, make sure you leave spac- 
es for light fixtures as well asa 
smoke detector, something you 
will definitely need to install if 
your basement is not already 
equipped with one.

Wheelchairs are a part of life 
for many people. Injuries or 
the natural aging process can 
make wheelchairs a necessity 
at some point. Those confined 
toa wheelchair oftentimes find 
themselves unable to get around 
their own homes, since many 
homes weren't designed with 
wheelchairs in mind. 

Fortunately, there areanumber 
of low-cost and little-work modi- 
fications you can make to your 
home to make it more wheel- 
chair accessible. 

* Remove any loose carpet- 
ing or rugs. Whether you have 
a manual or electric-powered 
wheelchair itis easy to get caught 
onany carpeting that might not 
beas secure as it once was. Simi- 
larly, rugs will more than likely 
get caught in your wheels. Sim- 
ply removing these and replac- 
ing your carpet with new carpet 
that fits more snugly to the floor 
is a good way to make getting 
around a lot easier. 

* Replace your door knobs with 
levers. This will make getting in 
and out of your house as well 
as in and out of any rooms far 
less stressful. Door knobs can be 
difficult for a wheelchair-bound 
person to turn, but a lever can 
simply be pushed down and in 
to make access to the room eas- 
ier. This is precisely the reason 
you'll notice all hospital rooms 
have lever handles as opposed 
to knobs, 

* Install mini ramps on high 
door thresholds. Since many door 
thresholds can be high off the 
ground, getting a wheelchair over 
these thresholds can be difficult. 
By gluing or sealing down a few 
tiny wedges of wood or metal,

Most do-it-yourselfers (DIYs) 
are looking for projects that 
can dramatically change the 
look of a room or increase the 
value of their homes.

It is 
also important to note that many 
household doorways are too nar- 
row for wheelchairs to fit through, 
so they will need to be widened. 
This, however, is a job best done 
by a professional. 

* Install a nonslip floor in your 
bathroom. Bathroom floors tend 
to get wet, becoming a danger for 
anyone, regardless of accessibil- 
ity. Making your floor nonslip 
will greatly reduce the chances 
of you or your wheelchair slip- 
ping when you're transferring 
from your chair to the tub or vice 
versa. Consider flooring tiles that 
are nonslip, ora durable, low-pile 
carpeting. 

* Install automatic sink fixtures 
Motion-detecting sink fixtures 
can make operating your sink an 
easy process. With motion-detect- 
ing fixtures, all you need to do is 
place your hands under the faucet 
and wait for the water to come 
on. This negates having to reach 
for the sink handles. You might 
also want to consider installing 
a pedestal sink. This reduces the

Typically, a squeaky floor is 
caused by one of two things 
First, there might be a gap be- 
tween your joist and the sub- 
flooring. If that’s the case, sim- 
ply drivea glue-coated shingle 
between the two. Another com- 
mon cause of squeaky floors 
is a sagging joist where your 
subfloor is flat. To combat this, 
you can cut off a piece of a two- 
by-four to extend it 12 inches 
beyond the gap on both sides 
Then nail the piece you cut to 
one side of the joist and your 
squeak should be gone. 
While those are two of the 
more common solutions to fix- 
ing squeaky floors, in some in- 
stances it might be impossi- 
ble for you to access your floor 
from below. In such cases, where 
the underside might be covered 
with a finished ceiling for in- 
stance, you can still fix a squeak 
— you'll just want to be more 
careful so your floor still looks 
good when you're finished (a 
sloppy, careless approach can 
leave unsightly holes or bumps

As parents, we try to im- 
press on our children impor 
tant lessons about life. But 
there's one lesson we leam too 
soon all by ourselves. Some- 
times life just isn’t fair. 

Iwas reminded of this anew 
last week by a long-dreaded 
email. It was the invitation 
to a funeral for a woman I 
had known years ago. We 
were never close, though I 
do know her family. But her 
story makes me cry none- 
theless. When a 31-year-old 
woman dies, leaving a hus- 
band and two children who 
are too young to even remem- 
ber her, what is there to do 
but cry? 

I know what it is to bury 
someone you love. I am still 
haunted by the memory of 
my husband picking up my 
son’s tiny casket, and car- 
rying it to his grave. Such 
things are the very blackest 
parts of life. 

When we are in mourning 
like this we face a crossroads, 
The most inviting route is of-

ten the grimmest, for in our 
darkness, despair is almost wel- 
come. I believe, though, that 
there is another choice. As dif- 
ficult as it is, we must not let 
death steal our life. 

I will never be the same 
since my son died. I only had 
him for 29 days, but they were 
the most precious of my life, 
and I will cherish them for- 
ever. My friend Kerry only 
had two years to smile upon 
her children, but her mark is 
still there, for it is the mark of 
an undying love. And that’s 
what love is-undying. Death 
does not end a relationship. It 
only changes it 

My grandfather was marmed 
three times to three wonder 
ful women. He had each wife 
for almost the same number 
of years before cancer stole all 
of them. In his later years his 
house was adomed by pictures 
of all the women he loved. He 
had such sorrow in his life. 
but his life was also bigger 
for allowing room both for 
love and for grief. We cannot, 
and should not, block out our 
tears. They are just as much 
a part of love as the hugs and 
Kisses were. But let us not shut 
out the smiles, too. Smiles and 
tears can coexist. And that is 
the challenge that, I think 
faces all of us at that bleak 
crossroads. 

Perhaps it is appropriate to 
be thinking such thoughts at

life seemed extremely unfair. 
The Teacher was dead. And 
yet, the story did not end on 
Good Friday. Sunday was just 
around the comer and on that 
day we were shown, once and 
forall, that the bad is not the 
end of the story. 

I do not know if you be- 
lieve the Good Friday sto- 
ry; 1 do, and it’s one reason I 
can smile through the tears 
Yet all of us, at some point 
will need to decide how to 
deal with the grave. Dylan 
Thomas once wrote “Do not 
go gently into that good night 
rage, rage against the dying 
of the light”. It’s poetic, it’s 
passionate, and I think it’s 
wrong. Death is not the dy- 
ing of the light 

Changes come, even those 
that aren’t welcome. But with 
those changes often comes a 
greater ability to love and 
cherish both those we can 
hug, and those who are now 
beyond our reach. The bad 
is not the end of the story 
the sorrow is not all that is 
being told. Life may not be 


fair, but it is still good, and 
there is so much more to be 
written. That's a lesson no 
one can teach us. We must 
learn it ourselves as we stand 
at the crossroads, reject de 
spair, and choose the road 
bathed in tears, but cloaked 
in love

layering the ‘wet greens’ from 
the kitchen (nitrogen) and the 
‘dry browns’ from yard trim- 
mings (carbon). Periodically, 
cover your heap with a shov- 
el of earth to add more micro- 
organisms. Other suitable or- 
ganic matter include: pet fur, 
hair, feathers, dryer lint, floor- 
sweepings, toothpicks, flowers, 
plants, sawdust from untreat- 
ed wood, cool wood ash, bits of 
string, wool, cotton and rope. 
Do NOT add meat, bones, oils 
or dairy products as they do not 
break down quickly and may 
cause an odour. 

As the process slows down in 
the colder weather your com- 
poster will be full by late fall. 
Before the frost, lift it off the 
heap and turn the mound over 
adding lots of leaves. Top with 
more leaves and cover with plas- 
tic to trap in the sun’s heat. It 
will be ready for use next spring. 
Finished compost can take any- 
where from 2 months to 2 years. 
To speed up the process - add 
soil, keep damp, cut food into 
small pieces, provide air flow 
with leaves, and turn the pile. 
Its texture should be that of a 
wrung-out sponge. 

When planting your garden, 
think of the food bank and share 
your harvest as part of the Plant 
a Row. Growa Row’ program.

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Ontario Health Quality Council 
Releases First Report 


Toronto — The Ontario Health 
Quality Council's first report 
identifies electronic health re- 
cords for all patients, health 
information management sys- 
tems and telehealth, together 
known as e-health, as the key 
enablers for health care sys- 
tem improvements. 

The report is based on 
the attributes of a high per- 
forming health system — 
Ontarians want their health 
system to be safe, effec- 
tive, patient-centred, ac- 
cessible, efficient, equitable, 
integrated, appropriately 
resourced and focused on 
population health - and in- 
dicators by which these at- 
tributes could be measured. 
“Ontario’s health system is 
performing well in a num- 
ber of areas,” said Ray Hes- 
sion, Council Chair. 

Survival rates for pa- 
tients with cancer or heart 
attack are steadily increas- 


ing, surveys show a large 
majority of Ontarians be- 
lieve our health system pro- 
vides good or excellent care, 
and Ontario hospitals have 
shorter acute-care stays, 
use more day surgery and 
have lower costs per case 
than hospitals in most oth- 
er provinces. 

There are promising ini- 
tiatives underway in a num- 
ber of areas; however, it is 
too early to evaluate them. 
Hession continued, “But in 
some respects, the system 
needs more work. We have 
found that inadequate in- 
formation is limiting our 
ability to continuously 
improve quality, monitor 
performance and report on 
it.” He noted the Coun- 
cil believes investing in e- 
health — using informa- 
tion technology to manage 
health, arrange, deliver and 
account for care, and man- 


age the health-care system 
— will do the most to im- 
prove each of the attributes 
of a high-performing health 
system. “We concluded 
that the key enabler for 
health system improve- 
ments is e-health,” stated 
Hession. “The implemen- 
tation of e-health in On- 
tario requires a clear plan, 
appropriate governance and 
requisite funding.” 

“I want to thank the 
Ontario Health Quality 
Council for this thought- 
ful and extremely useful 
first report,” said Health 
and Long-Term Care Min- 
ister George Smitherman.

The Warkworth Percy His- 
torical Society went on the 
road March 27th and met at 
Humphrey House, a Bed and 
Breakfast home a short way 
down the road from the Her- 
itage Centre on Church St. 
in Warkworth. The gracious 
host was Arlene Mann, who 
is the current owner of this 
great house. 

The house was built by the 
“second” Israel Humphries 
in the 1870's. The first Israel 
Humphries acquired a great 
tract of land in the 1820's and 
reserved 300 actes for his fam- 
ily. The rest of the land was 
divided into lots for what is 
now known as Warkworth. 

It was Israel [the First] who 
gave Warkworth its name 
around 1850. Before that it 
was known as Percy Mills, or 
Percy Village, or Bensfield. 
He has been described as a 

Lumber Baron” 

The “first” Israel had two 
brothers who also came to 
Canada in the 1820's. One 
was Henry Hurl Humphries 
who built the house across 
the street that Jim and Carole 
Dove now own. That house 
also had a ballroom, which 
was later used as a chicken 
coop and is now a master bed- 
room. Another brother, Wil- 
liam, was Reeve of Warkworth 
in 1850. 


Israel [the second] had three 
wives. The first died young, 
and his second wife produced 
four daughters. She died six 
years after their marmiage. His 
third wife, Alice, bore a daugh- 
terand, at last, a son who was 
named Israel [the third]. 


Victorian Home 


Humphrey House is a very 
large Victorian home with 
many high-ceilinged rooms. 
The floors are pine, ash and 
maple, and the doors and door- 
frames are beautifully craft- 
ed and very solid. The skill 
employed in the woodwork 
is a reflection of the family’s 
lumbering interests. The side 
entrance has the original co- 
loured and etched glass and 
the living room and parlour 
have beautiful original plaster 
medallions on the ceiling. 

But the outstanding feature 
of the house is the Ballroom. It 
is about 24 by 45 feet, on the 
third storey, under the roof. It 
is reached by going up a nar- 
row winding stair. The wood 
flooris polished and reflects the 
light and the Ballroom must 
have been a place of delight in 
early times. When the second 
Israel became a Methodist the 
room was seldom used since 
that church frowned on danc- 
ing. But dances were held in 
that room. Jacqueline Beamish 
recalled that her father, Ran-

woods

Asphodel-Norwood - The Nor- 
wood Maple Syrup 4-H Club 
held their third meeting at 
the Dafoe Farm Mar. 18. The 
Dafoes use bucket and tubing 
methods to collect their sap. 
We enjoyed a tour of their ma- 
ple sugar bush and their sugar 
shack. This was the first year 
they have tried tubing and we 
discussed the pros and cons of 
bucket and tubing. 

Tubing saves you the hard 
work of lifting and dumping 
heavy pails of sap. The sap 
can run to the storage tank 
on its own or with a vacu- 
um pump. However, tubing 
takes more time to set up and 
is more expensive. A tubing 
system keeps the sap clean- 
er. Sap can also be wasted if 
the bucket tips or overflows. 
Tubing does not work well if 
the trees are far apart. Tubing 
systems work best on land 
with some slope. 

We discussed different types 
of filters and thermometers. 
Our leader Lori Burtt dem- 
onstrated how to use a refrac- 
tometer which identifies the

purity and density of the maple 
syrup. A colorimeter identifies 
whether your syrup is extra 
light, light, dark or amber. 

On Mar. 25 we metat Linlor 
Farm. Lori demonstrated step 
by step the procedure for mak- 
ing syrup. First, the sap is gath- 
ered from the maple trees into 
five gallon pails and dumped 
intoa large tub and carried by 
tractor to the sap house. There 
the sap is poured through a 
large tube into the main tank 
where it is boiled. It is cooked 
until it is almost syrup then 
poured through two filters and 
deposited into a propane fin- 
ishing pan where evaporation 
is completed. 

It’s then tested for purity and 
density using a refractometer 
and poured through a final fil- 
ter and bottled. Each batch is 
tested on a colorimeter. A small 
sample is kept from each batch 
for comparison. 

We participated in a taste test. 
and had to guess what the sam- 
ples were. We identified corn 
syrup, table syrup, medium and 
light syrup, buck wheat honey

SUVs Not Necessarily Safer for Kids 


Vehicle crashes remain a lead- 
ing cause of death in children. 
Millions of children are in- 
volved in car crashes annually, 
making it a significant health 
problem. Asa result, when driv- 
ing with their children, parents 
seek out ways to keep their chil- 
dren safer. 

A growing trend for cou- 
ples is to purchase an SUV 
once they find out a baby is 
on the way. In fact, the num- 
ber of SUV registrations rose 
by 250 percent between 1995 
and 2002. SUVs have become 
a family vehicle of choice, and

many parents are opting for one 
over a minivan or traditional 


passenger car because they are 
under the impression that the 
larger-sized, heavier vehicle is 
a safer option for transporting 
kids. However, according to an 
ongoing study by Children’s 
Hospital of Philadelphia and 
State Farm Insurance Compa- 
ny, SUVs may not be any safer 
than other vehicles, 

The study has determined 
that while there are potential 
benefits to the SUV’s larger 
size and heavier weight, those 
benefits are canceled out by 


the vehicle's increased likeli- 
hood of rolling over. In compil- 
ing the results of their study, 
the Children’s Hospital and 
State Farm, after reviewing 
car crashes involving nearly 
4,000 children from infancy 
to the age of 15, found that 
rollovers occurred twice as 
frequently in SUVs as pas- 
senger cars, and that children 
involved in rollover crashes 
were three times more likely 
to be injured than children 
who were in crashes without 
a rollover scenario.

Hitting the Road

Heading out on the road 
once the winter's gone and 
the mercury’s rising is a spring- 
time tradition for many fami- 
lies. Whether it’s a trip to the 
beach or just a drive through 
the country, road trips are com- 
mon come this time of year. 
Unfortunately, vehicle break- 
downs are also a springtime 
tradition, albeit a less herald- 
ed one. 

While many times such 
breakdowns can be avoid- 
ed by properly maintaining 
your automobile, sometimes 
car breakdowns are just in- 
evitable. That’s why before 
heading out on a road trip, you 
should always make sure you 
have some extra supplies in 
your car to help make any po- 
tential breakdown a little less 
harrowing of an ordeal. 

¢ Blankets and extra clothes. 
Talk to anyone whose car has 
ever broken down on a non- 
summer night and, chances 
are, they’Il regale you with 
tales of how cold they were. 
That's because travelers, es- 
pecially those traveling for 
just a day trip, tend to forget 
to pack along heavier clothes 
once the air starts getting a 
little warmer. While you can 
probably handle a jacketless 
breakdown during a spring- 
time afternoon, temperatures 
have been known to drop sig- 
nificantly once the sun goes 
down. Packing a blanket oran 
extra jacket or two shouldn't 
take up too much trunk space 
but will ensure that you won't 
be cold if your car breaks down 


as nighttime approaches. 

* Cell phone charger. Nearly 
every cell phone company now 
sells chargers that can plug 
nght into your vehicle's lighter 
or an outlet designed for this 
purpose. Typically, the longer 
you're driving, the more sus- 
ceptible your car is to break- 
ing down. If you're driving all 
day and haven't charged your 
cell phone, you might be left 
with a broken-down car anda 
cell phone that won't let you 
make any calls for emergency 
roadside assistance because of 
a dead battery. 

© Bottled water and nonper- 
ishable foods. In the unfortu- 
nate case your vehicle breaks 
down in the middle of nowhere 
(as vehicles often seem to do), 
some water and snacks such 
as granola bars or raisins will 
keep you from going thirsty 
or hungry. Try to avoid snacks 
such as potato chips, pretzels or 
anything with a lot of salt, as 
salt will only make you more 
thirsty. The same thing can be 
said for sodas as well, as they 
typically don’t quench’your 
thirst like water can 

© Road flares and jump- 
er cables. If you're going to 
be doing some travelling on 
a busy highway, road flares 
are a must. Especially during 
nighttime, drivers who see 
road flares will likely slow 
down and might even stop 
to try and help. But cars that 
are not surrounded by flares 
might be looked at as aban- 
doned, and motorists might 
be less inclined to stop or call 


for assistance. Also, road flares 
obviously make your vehicle 
more visible during twilight 
and nighttime hours, some- 
thing you'll want if you'll be 
working on your car while it’s 
on the highway shoulder. 

Like road flares, jumper ca- 
bles should be part of your 
emergency caraare kit. A help- 
ful fellow motorist who pulls 
over might be willing to give 
your car a jump, but he might 
be without the cables to do it. 
Having your own cables can 
ensure that should you be the 
beneficiary of any Good Sa- 
maritans, you'll at least be ca- 
pable of accepting their help 

¢ Fire extinguisher. Many 
times vehicles are not as easily. 
adaptable to warmer tempera- 
tures as human beings. This can 
lead to your car overheating, 
especially if it’s exceptionally 
hot outside or if you've been 
driving your car for an ex- 
tended period of time. Should 
your car overheat, it’s not un- 
common for engines to burst 
into flames. A small fire extin- 
guisher stored in a safe place 
in your trunk won't take up 
much space and should keep 
you and your car protected 
from any spontaneous fires 

* Books or magazines. Even 
if you have the best emergency 
roadside assistance provider, it 
typically takes at least an hour 
for them to arrive. More often 
than not, it takes substantially 
longer than that. A book ora 
magazine will help pass the 
time, and before you know it 
help will have arrived

© Do your research and take 
your time. You must first do 
your research so you can 
choose a vehicle wisely and 
ensure you get exactly what 
you're looking for If you're not 
quite sure of what you want, 
several publications, such as 
Hemmings Motor News, can 
act as strong resources that can 
help you make a decision. Also, 
before choosing your car, go on- 
line and see what the car might 
look like once you're finished. 
If possible, ask others you know 
who restored the same model 
what you can expect to pay. 
Restoring classic cars is not a 
hobby for those with tight purs- 
estrings, so knowing a ballpark 
list of expenses beforehand is 
a good idea. 

* Know from whom you're 
buying. Weekend classified 
sections in newspapers are 
filled with antique autos for 
sale, which both increase your 
chances of finding a car and 
getting ripped off. Similar to 
most other big-ticket expenses 
or jobs that will require you to 
invest lots of time and mon- 
ey, getting a referral is a great 
way to go, even if it is diffi- 
cult to find. Oftentimes, sell- 
ers will tell you only the great 
things about a car and regale 
you with tales of how much 
money their car can save you 
on restoration expenses. It’s 
important not to be too trust- 
ing, especially if you weren't 
referred to a seller. 


* Don't be afraid to ask ques- 
tions. A large investment earns 
you the right to ask howev- 
er many questions you want. 
Make sure you ask if the car 
runs, if the brakes work, if 
anything is leaking, as well 
as other questions you might 
have pertaining to the vehi- 
cle’s condition.

More damage can be done 
to equipment, like boats, by 
improperly transporting them 
than from regular wear and 
tear.

GM Goodwrench 
is reminding drivers of 
the importance of main- 
taining their tires to help 
avoid uneven wear, poor 
performance — or even 
blowouts, which may re- 
sult in loss of control of 
the vehicle. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion estimates tire failures 
or blowouts contribute to 
more than 400 deaths and 
10,000 injuries in the U.S. 
each year. Yet, statistics 
show that some drivers 
don’t follow the basic tire 
maintenance guidelines 
that can help prevent tire 
failures. According to the 
Car Care Council, 26 per- 
cent of the vehicles inspect- 
ed at checkpoints during 
Car Care Month 2004 had 
low air pressure in one or 
more tires. 

“Although today’s tires 
are more technologically 
advanced than ever be- 
fore, regular visual inspec- 
tions and maintenance are 
critical to enabling tires 
to perform at their best,” 
said Doug Herberger, GM 
North America vice presi- 
dent and general manager 
of service and parts op- 
erations. 

Underinflation is the 
leading cause of tire fail- 
ure, according to the Rub- 
ber Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. Underinflation or 
overloading creates exces- 
sive stresses and heat, and 
can lead to tire failure and 
a crash. 

Changes in outdoor tem- 
perature can affect the rate 
at which a tire loses air. 
Typically, a tire loses one 
to two pounds of pressure 
per month, and even more 
in warm weather. 

To help avoid underin- 
flation, the Rubber Manu- 
facturers Association rec- 
ommends checking the air 
pressure in your tires at 
least once a month and be- 
fore every long trip. Tires 
must be checked when they 
are cold — that is, before 
they have run for one mile. 
Experts also say you should 
never “bleed” or reduce 
air pressure when tires 
are hot — it’s normal for 
pressure to build up as a 
result of driving. 

If your tire sustains a 
blowout while you are 
driving, don’t slam on your 
brakes — that can cause 
your car to swerve in the 
direction of the blowout. 
Instead, gently apply the 
brakes to regain contro 
and slowly guide the ve- 


hicle to a safe area away 
from the road. : 
Drivers can help prevent 
potential tire failures with 
expert advice and service 
from their dealership.

were towed free of charge by 
Jamie Hamilton of Hamilton 
Towing, Cordova. Sam Empey 
of the municipality's Works De- 
partment allowed the cars to be 
stored at the works garage in 
Deloro until the course began 
April 24. Sam also helped by 
moving the vehicles into po- 
sition with a backhoe 

The course, approved by the 
Eastern Ontario Training Com- 
mittee and sanctioned by the 
Ontario Fire Marshall, is held 
three times a year in different 
parts of the province. 

“We always work with the’gold- 
en hour’,” explained Lt. Mac- 
Donald. “That means when a 
fire department is called out to 
a motor vehicle collision, the 
goal is to get the person to hos- 
pital within one hour of get- 
ting the call. 

“After we get to the scene, we get 
the person(s) out of the vehicle, 
transfer him/her to an EMS ve- 
hicle for transfer to hospital. It 
may involve placing the person 
ona back board, perhaps with a 
cervical collar, ready to be put 
in the ambulance.” 

As Marmoraand Lake Fire De- 
partment 1s in the process of 
starting up it’s own eight-person 
extrication team, it was appro- 
priate timing for Marmora to 
host the training session. The 
three fire fighters attending the 
course will cross-train other 
members of the team.

Canadian Safety, MéL Supply 
and the Ontario Fire Marshall's 
office supplied the equipment 
from hand tools, to heavy, hy- 
draulic equipment such as jaws 
of life, cribbing, lifting bags, air 
chisels, chains, ropes, etc. so that 
the firefighters are familiar with 
all equipment, whether or not 
their department presently has

Have you seen the devasta- 
tion that is left behind when 
this thing has “tidied up” the 
roadsides? It isn't just the scrub 
trees that are targeted, | have 
seen magnificent old maples, 
oak, cedar, apple etc. with half 
their limbs chewed and ripped 
off. They will probably die be- 
cause disease will set in where 
the limbs and bark have been 
damaged. Sometimes ripped 
limbs are cut off smoothly af- 
terwards with a chainsaw. More 
often they are not. 

My neighbours are good peo- 
ple. Mostly farmers who keep 
to themselves and don’t com- 
plain. But | Know most of them

Perhaps these two approaches 
don’t have to be mutually exclu- 
sive, but I've found that those 
who favour the sympathy ap- 
proach often find the latter ap- 
proach—trying to help people 
help themselves—somehow 
offensive, as if asking people to 
help themselves is judgmental 
If someone is badly off, then it’s 
up to everybody else to fix it 

That may sound noble, but 
I don’t think it actually is, be- 
cause nobody can determine 
the outcome of someone's life 
for them. I am not saying that 
society should not play a part in 
helping people succeed; only that 
ultimately success is something 
you have to grab for yourself 
Success is an internal, not an 
external, quality, bred from a 
sense of accomplishment. It is 
making the right moral choices 
making responsible and mature 
decisions, and attaining a sense 
of purpose in our lives. Even it 
others help us, we have to do 
some of this work ourselves 

And if effort is necessary to 
success, then the most compas- 
sionate thing you can do for 
someone Is to encourage them to 
make that effort, not steer them 
dear of their own responsibility 
When we try to excuse people 
of very necessary work because 
we're trying to preserve our 
sense that life can and should be 
fair we're thinking of ourselves 
not them. But let’s remember 
that if their lives remain awful 


we're not the s who suf 


fer. They are. In 


for much 


than results, 
Of course life isn’t fair. Some 
people will have to work f 


times as hard to accomp 


anything in life than other 

will. | know single moms who 
have gone back to school at 
night to get that education 
they wished they had pursued 
when they were younger so 
that they can build a stable 
and better life for their chil- 
dren. Was it easy? No. Was it 
fair? No. Often the fathers of 
these children were living in 
relative luxury. But it still had 
to be done, and nobody could 
do it for these moms except 
themselves. 

That’s why I believe teach- 
ing and mentoring and giv- 
ing people the tools they need 
to improve their own lives is 
the mark of true charity. We 
won't all be rich and life will 
not always be fair or easy or 
smooth. But | think knowing 
thatall of us—regardless of our 
backgrounds, the hurt done to 
us, or the betrayal or abuse we 
have suffered—hold the keys 
to our future is hopeful, not 
judgmental. | would rather be 
told that my future is limit 
less and up to me, than to be 
told over and over again that 
my lifeis ruined and this isn’t 
fair. Wouldn't you!

By choice or by default,

Scrapie in Sheep

Scrapie is a fatal transmissible spongioform encephalopathy of sheep 
and goats, Lambs and kids are infected at birth, but do not get sick until 
they are one to eight years old. The onset of scrapie symptoms is usually 
UE slow, it may take months to fully develop. Handlers who work 
with the animals every day may notice early subtle changes in posture 
or behaviour, Neurologic changes include stumbling, balance 
problems, and strange Behaviour Some animals become itchy and get 
relief only by rubbing or scratching constantly (hence the funny 
name). Eventually the animal succumbs to seizures or coma. There is 
no treatment, nor preventive medication or vaccine for scrapte. 
National sheep and goat organizations have worked with the federal 
agriculture department in an attempt to eradicate this disease 
completely from Canada. They aim to identify the flocks or herds at 
risk, and to survey animals that have improved natural resistance 
against scrapie. Some of the expenses involved are subsidized. 
Unfortunately, the programs available are in danger of losing their 
funding due to limited participation by sheep and goat producers This 
would he a missed opportunity for the Canadian industry to move 
towards scrapie eradication.

Tracking farmland from space 


As farmers across the country 
prepare their land for the grow- 
ing season, satellites hundreds 
of kilometers above the Earth 
are capturing images of these 
tillage activities and changes in 
crop residue remaining on the 
surface. Tillage disturbances and 
the amount of crop residue cover 
that remains after harvest greatly 
impacts soil health, soil erosion 
risk as well as soil carbon stocks 
and fluxes 
Scientists across Canada are 
evaluating soil properties and de- 
veloping benefical management 
practices to protect and impre we 
soil resources. In Lethbridge 
Alberta, Ottawa, Ontario, and 
Charlottetown, P-EL, scientists 
are involved in cutting-edge 
research to identify tillage ac- 
tvities and residue cover using 
Earth-orbiting satellites. The 
images used in this innovative 
project are acquired by several 
radar and optical satellites. Dr. 
Heather McNairn is eagerly 
awaiting the 2006 launch of 
Canada’s second satellite, RA- 
DARSAT-2, which will provide 
radar data at resolutions as fine 
as 3-metres. 

“We verify or ‘ground-truth 
the satellite images by visiting 
fields to confirm the tillage prac- 
tice used as well as the amount 
and type of crop residue remain- 
ing. This information is then 
used in models to establish tillage 
and residue intormanon, creat- 


ing maps from the satellite im-

nadian Living Foundation. It 
is now funded through the 
Ministry. of Children’s Ser- 
vices and Hastings & Prince 
Edward County. In 2000, there 
were 18 school programs; the 
number has grown to 117. By 
the end of June, 7,500 students 
will have been served breakfast 
this year - that’s 2,000 meals 
and snacks very day. 

Kellie Brace is the Food for 
Learning Coordinator for the 
Hastings & Prince Edward 
Learning Foundation, Belleville. 
It is herjob to review all the re- 
ceipts from the school coordi- 
nators to ensure that they are 
following strict nutrition guide- 
lines and repay the school for 
its expenses. Food for Learn- 
ing applies for equipment and 


supplies through the Hastings 
County National Child Rein- 
vestment Fund. No two schools 
have the same needs so that is 
why decisions of what to serve 
are made at the local level. The 
board of education is a “huge 
partner”, Kellie said, “donating 
office Space, a computer, pho- 
tocopying, ete.” 

Snack buckets, each containing 
12-15 items (crackers, granola 
bars) are placed in the dassrooms 
on Monday and replenished as 
necessary during the week. 
“It is a pleasure and an hon- 
our to serve our volunteers,” 
said Principal Bessie Stelatos. 
“You are eating a breakfast 
similar to what the Breakfast 
Club serves to between 30-32 
students each day.” 

The volunteers arrive about 
8:25am and by 8:50, as buses 
arrive, breakfast is set out. Of 
the 205 students at Earl Pren- 
tice, fewer than 30 walk, 90% 
are bussed. 


Mrs. Storm has a secret: she 
also serves up a bit of character 
education and good table man- 
ners, explaining that she has 
“high expectations about the 
children’s behaviour”. Please 
and thank you, no hats, coats 
off and hung up, and don’t walk 
around with food .. manners 
make magic. The children re- 
cycle their disposable plates and 
utensils. Earl Prentice was able 
to purchase a new refrigera~ 


tor and stove for the program 
and its goal is to purchase “real

“The character of the school 
defines what Food For Learn- 
ing looks like,” Kellie stressed, 
“with the program supporting 
what the school needs.” 

Parents also contribute food to 
the programs; at Earl Prentice, 
they have one very generous and 
anonymous donor and others, 
such as Bernice Cox, give food 
items or money to enhance the 


program 
However, the key to the break- 
fast program is the volunteer. 
Earl Prentice is appreciative of

Landowners charge CFIA 


Security assaulted member 


Ottawa---The Ontario 
Landowners Association 
(OLA) report that Shawn 
Carmichael was physical- 
ly beaten and assaulted 
by security guards em- 
ployed by the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency. 
The incident occurred 
on Monday, May 1st. as 
Carmichael attempted 
to serve a “statement 
of claim” against the 
CFIA. 

Shawn was attempting 
to enter the CFIA head- 
quarters at 59 Camelot 
Drive (Ottawa) with 
members of the Ontar- 
io Landowners Associa- 
tion (OLA). However the 
building was locked down 
and no members of the 
public were allowed en- 
try into the building. Re- 


peated attempts and requests to 
speak with the CFIA President 
(Francois Gumont) were re- 
fused so Shawn and the Land- 
owners left 

According to the Landown- 
ers, Carmichael proceeded to 
the back door of the CFIA and 
rang the buzzer, and was al- 
lowed entry. Shawn was car- 
rying the court documents in 
his one good hand, when he 
was reportedly attacked from 
behind by security guards em- 
ployed by the CFIA. Shawn 
managed to escape out the door 
after repeated punches and 
attacks on his neck and back 
He suffered numerous lacera- 
tions, welts and bruises 

The OLA had requested 
police assistance to serve the 
court documents. Staff Sgt 
Al Martel of the Ottawa Po- 
lice and three other officers 


were present. They have filed 
assault charges against the 
CFIA and employees for the 
assault on Carmichael 

Sgt. Martel then negoti- 
ated with the CFIA and al- 
lowed Shawn to serve the 
court documents. Deputy to 
the CFIA president, Camer- 
on Prince, accepted the court 
documents from Shawn, and 
acknowledged receipt 

Landowner president Ran- 
dy Hillier has demanded 


that the incident be inves- 
tigated “It is abhorrent that 
the CFIA would resort to 
physical force to prevent 
legal documents from be- 
ing served upon them,” said 
Hillier. “The OLA further 
demands that the CFIA sur 
veillance video be made pub- 
lic to the media and that an 
immediate investigation be 
launched by the Minister of 
Public Safety, and the Min- 
ister of Agriculture

Parsley, sage, rosemary, and 
thyme. You can grow your 
favorite herbs in a decorative 
planter for a delightful display 
and handy supply. Creating 
an herb planter is edsy. You 
just need a strawberry pot, 
about 10 herb plants, peat- 
based potting mix, some small 
stones, and a cardboard wrap- 
ping-paper tube. 

A strawberry pot is an ideal 
planter because its protruding 
pockets let an assortment of 
herbs cascade from all sides, 
providing versatility in the 
kitchen, as well as an attrac- 
tive show on the deck. 

Most herbs are sun-lovers, 
so choose a sunny site where 
they will be convenient for 
picking. For attractive results, 
position tall herbs, such as 
chives, parsley, and mint, at 
the center and shorter or trail- 
ing herbs toward edges and 
in the pockets 

For best results, use a top- 
quality, peat-based potting 
mix. An easy way to judge 
quality is to look at the ingre- 
dients listed on the potting- 

mix bag. If Canadian sphag- 
num peat moss is the first 
ingredient listed, it means 
there is more peat than any 
other ingredient, which as- 
sures you of good quality. The 


w 


proper mix is particularly im- 
portant for container plants 
to ensure adequate drainage. 
Yard soils tend to retain too 
much water, leading to rot- 
ting roots. Poor-quality pot- 
ting mixes allow water to run 
through too quickly, leading 
to dried-out plants. 

1. Add about 2 inches of 
peat moss to the bottom of 
the strawberry planter. Place 
the cardboard tube in the 
center of the planter. Work 
it into the peat moss so that 
it remains upright. 

2. Fill the pot with potting 
mixture to the first pock- 
ets. Now add plants, gently 
passing roots through the 
holes. Cover roots with pot- 
ung mix, and repeat until 
planter is filled. Leave about 
1 inch between the potting 
mixture and the planter rim 
to allow for watering. 

3. Fill the cardboard tube 
with small stones, and then 
carefully pull out the tube. 
The stones improve drain- 
age, allowing water to seep 
evenly throughout the pot- 
ting mix 

4. Plant herbs in the open 
soil at the top of the planter. 
Use herbs that require less 
water, like basil, thyme, and 
rosemary.

The herbs should be 
ready for picking with- 
in a few weeks. Water the 
planter frequently to keep 
the soil moist but not wet 
to the touch, and apply a 
water-soluble fertilizer ev- 
ery two weeks. Pick herbs 
often, never taking more 
than a third of the plant at 
one time. The best time to 
pick is in the morning. For 
best flavor and fragrance, 
harvest herbs before they 
bloom.

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Eight Essential Don'ts 
for a Healthy Garden 


A healthy, well-maintained 
garden is a beautiful sight, 
and most serious gardeners 
strive to achieve that beauty 
all year long. It certainly takes 
a lot of time and effort, not to 
mention proper planning and 
plant and garden know-how. 
But to gardeners of all lev- 
els, it seems to be well worth 
the effort, because it’s a hob- 
by that’s very rewarding: You 
get to create your own unique 
masterpiece! 

However, throughout that 
creative process, knowing 
what “not” to do is equally 
as important as knowing what 
you should do to keep your 
garden thriving year-round.

vision). 

1. Don’t fertilize trees, 
shrubs, or other landscape 
plants during the late sum- 
mer. Fertilizing landscape 
plants encourages new 
growth. And new growth 
is extremely susceptible to 
freeze damage (especially 
if you live in an area where 
freezes suddenly occur), 
which may not be apparent 
until the following spring. In 
addition, since your plants 
have already been growing 
for several months, by the 
time late summer arrives, 
they are ready for a rest as 
they begin preparing them- 
selves for dormancy. 

2. Don’t fertilize your 
lawn with products that 
are high in nitrogen. It’s 
best to fertilize your lawn 
while the grass is still green, 


especially in late summer 
to early fall. But don’t use 
products high in nitrogen, 
because turf grasses do not 
need much nitrogen that 
time of year. Instead, use a 
balanced fertilizer with an 
NPK ratio of 3-1-2 such as 
6-2-4 or 12-4-8. Since fer- 
tilizers enable turf grasses 
to produce an abundance of 
carbohydrates, the grass- 
es can store those excess 
carbohydrates throughout 
the winter months. So by 
springtime, the grasses have 
all the nutrients they need 
to produce a lush, green 
lawn. 

3. Don't scalp a lawn, even 
if you're getting ready to re- 
seed Scalping (mowing the 
turf an inch or less in early 
spring before new growth 
begins) only stresses the turf

sway or bend in the wind 
which makes them stron- 
ger. 

6. Walk in garden beds as 
little as possible Walking 
compacts the soil, and plants 
can’t grow well in compact- 
ed soil. Since it’s impossible 
to avoid, consider walking 
on a board. It will distrib- 
ute your weight evenly and 
reduce compaction 

7. Don’t work the soil 
while it’s wet. Doing so de- 
Stroys its structure, and it 
may take months or even 
years before the soil has a 
chance to recover. In the 
meantime, you're left with 
a bunch of ugly dirt clods 
which are not ideal for grow- 
ing plants 

8. Don’t overwork the soil 
There is a misconception that 
a good garden soil must have 
the consistency of a fine pow- 
der.

© Deciduous trees: For de- 
ciduous trees, pruning for 
growth typically is unnec- 
essary. If you're looking to 
shape your trees, then do 
your pruning/shaping in 
mid to late winter. 

© Deciduous shrubs: Once 
your shrubs have flow- 
ered (typically by mid to 
late spring), that’s the best 
time for pruning. Many 
times these shrubs will also 
have unruly or unsightly 
branches that should be re- 
moved 

¢ Evergreen shrubs: Un- 
like deciduous shrubs, ev- 
ergreens won't flower. But 
you can prune once they've 
produced cones or shrubs, 
which typically happens be- 
tween late winter and early 
spring. 

¢ Evergreen trees; More 
often than not, evergreen 
trees do not need to be 
pruned. If you do need to 
prune an evergreen tree, wait 
until the tree has grown sub- 
stantially, or else you'll just 
end up pruning again.

¢ Fruit trees: You'll want 
to prune fruit trees before 
any buds start swelling,

¢ Evergreen: any plant 
tree or shrub that maintains 
its leaves year-round. Leaf 
persistence can last from 
as short as one year to as 
long as 40 years, though 
the average is closer to five 
years

° Hopper feeders: These 
have plastic or glass enclo- 
sures that dole out seed as 
it is needed.

The ice sheet left piles of de- 
bris, the cause of Oak Hills and 
rolling hills in Rawdon, he said, 
leaving behind a heavy clay 
soil. On the other hand, the 
Oak Ridges Moraine is 400 
feet deep with sand. In oth- 
er areas, blocks of limestone 
bedrock are found and, north 
of Marmora, granite. 
Some areas are dry and have 
gravel deposits; some hard- 
wood forest; some agricultural 
lands. The Algonquin natives 
in the area hunted I ere and, 
starting in the 1700's when 
the Loyalists arrived from the 
United States at the Bay of 
Quinte, industrial logging was 
introduced. Farmers would log 
the oak and pine in the win- 
ter, with oak, basswood and 
ash up to 700 years, pine 300 
years old. White pine was a 
favourite wood for buildings. 
Some areas that should have 
been logged were left with ugly 
stumps, meaning it was not 
suited for farming and ended 
with massive erosion. 
What ended up was a real mo- 
saic of farmland, woodlots, wet- 
lots and creeks. 
Today there are pine planta- 
tions in Northumberland, re- 
sulting from it being figured 
out that you can grow trees 
in a nursery and then plant 
them in the ‘wild’. 
There are four kinds of wet- 
lands in this area: marsh, where 
cattails abound; swamps, which 
are treed wetlands, often dry 
in summer; fens and bogs that 
are fairly common on the Ca- 
nadian Shield. The soil in the 
latter two areas is acidic, low 


in nutrients. 

A bog can be seen on Stoc- 
co Road. Boreal forest on the 
other hand is situated north 
of North Bay and Sudbury, 
where the forest is spruce and 
jack pine - all conifers with a 
low diversity all the way to 
the Arctic treeline. 

Natural fires have been im- 
portant in maintaining the 
ecosystem, Tim explained. It’s 
good for land that is home to 
moose, bear and deer. The rock 
barrens north of Queensbor- 
ough has a mix of conifers and 
hardwood. Hardwood forest 
runs from this area to Florida 
and lots of plant diversity. 
Four ecosystems remained af- 
ter the ice sheet receded Al- 
vars, with minimum soil over 
limestone, bald bedrock with 
red cedars, seasonally flooded 
and where 100-year cycle of 
fires were important. 

Rick Lake Plains had prairie 
and savanna; the City of Peter- 
borough and Toronto are built 
on prairie land. High Park in 
Toronto is a prairie. Savanna 
differs in that it was prairie 
with trees, usually Oak. 
Historic cemeteries are the 
best places to find examples 
of prairie, with native plants 
and insects that have survived 
in tact. Alderville is a prairie, 
as is London, Ontario. 
Trustham concluded his talk 
by talking about steward- 
ship: taking care of what we 
have. There are grants avail- 
able for tree planting, fenc- 
ing, pond digging and nest- 
ing platforms. 

“All of these ecosystems are 
interconnected thus, when we 
intervene with one element, 
we intervene in the entire sys- 
tem,” he concluded.

Flea and Heartworm Season

up block kits, cutting every- 
thing into tiny pieces and all 
the quilters have to do is as- 
semble them.” 

There are already enough 
blocks for four or five quilts 
in Brockville (100 or more) 
she said. As well, she is mak- 
ing up kits to be given out to 
the 400 people expected to at- 
tend the Canadian Quilt Show 
in Ottawa next week. Each 
kit will contain small pieces 
of fabric, a pattern, and the 


address of where to get com- 
plete instructions. 

Jane and Ted Guthrie of Brock- 
ville developed the Canadian 
Comfort and Remembrance 
Project. Jane wanted a way 
to offer comfort to the fami- 
lies of the soldiers killed in 
Afghanistan and, if possible, 
to soldiers seriously injured 
there, as well. Quilter Jennifer 
Hodge conceptualized and de- 
signed the block. It is a Maple 
Leaf with a heart at its centre. 
The heart is an opportunity 


for the person who has made 
the block to write a message of 
care and encouragement to the 
family that has lost a soldier, 
using a special pen that Mrs. 
Redmond will supply. 

Mrs. Guthrie has met with 
General Rick Hillier, head of 
the Canadian Armed Forces; 
he has given his approval and 
support of this project. On No- 
vember 11, 2006, in Ottawa, 
the Silver Cross mother will 


receive one of the quilts; that 
quilt will have silver fabric on 
one corner. 

Mrs. Redmond is the daugh- 
ter of Gus and Lila Leonard of 
Marmora and she lived here 
until age five and then sum- 
mered here. Both her grand- 
mothers, Mary Mumby and 
Lena Leonard were quilters 
in the village. She came to 
Marmora two weeks ago, meet- 
ing with several local people 


to determine if there were 
enough quilters in Marmora 
who would be interested in 
helping out. She is willing to 
run workshops on the week- 
ends to teach the block to those 
who are uncertain about put- 
ting the blocks together. Cathie 
Jones has offered space at the 
Marmora Historical Sodety to 
set up a quilting frame. 

“Each quilt consists of 24 ten- 
inch blocks. The block is set 
with one-inch sashing and a 
three-inch border. The com- 
pleted quilt will measure 48” 
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by 64”. Information and in- 
structions for the block are 
available from Ruth Potts, 
Cathie Jones or at www.pick- 
etfencefabrics.com, Jennifer 
Hodge's website. Redmond ex- 
pects that, by word of mouth, 
quilters from across Canada 
will get together to create quilts 
that will tell each of the fallen 
soldiers’ families that Cana- 
dians honour, remember and 
thank them for the sacrifice 
they have made.

Earning a high school diploma 
is key to ensuring one’s future 
economic well-being. Incomes 
for people without high school 
diplomas have been shrinking 
over the last few decades, while 
welfare rates, crime rates, and 
addiction rates have been in- 
creasing. Dropping out of high 
school is just not a good idea 

But that's a far cry 
from saying that forcing kids 
to stay in school isa good one. 
In Ontano, a bill before our 
legislature will require teens 
to attend school until age 18 
If they don’t, they can’t get a 
license, and any firm that hires 
them when they should be in 
school can be fined 

Does this work? A 
study by the C.D. Howe Insti- 
tute found that in the American 
states which raised the man- 
datory attendance age to 18, 
graduation rates increased by 
roughly 2%. So it does seem to 
be keeping some kids in school. 
And Premier McGuinty is also 
talking about increasing appren- 
ticeship and trade programs to

Reg Benoit 


Marmora - In two weeks, 
Marmorites and country 
music lovers from around 
the area will be settling down 
in the Marmora fairgrounds 
for the MCV Lions Club’s 
first country jamboree.

In the glitz 
and glamour world of music, 
media attention invariably 
focuses on the platinum- 
selling superstars, the nomi- 
nees and the award winners.

So it was for Newfound- 
land born Reg Benoit, who

Again, sounds good to me. Not 
everyones academically minded, 
and we should stop pretending 
that they should be. 

But here's where we diverge 
What people haven't seemed to 
have studied is the effects on the 
kids who wouldn’t have dropped 
out. What does it do to their 
school experience if they're sur- 
rounded by kids who don’t want 
to be there? It’s one thing to 
have a misbehaving 9-year-old 
it’s quite another 


in your clas 
to have several resentful 17- 
year-olds who are bigger and 
stronger than the teacher. 

Also, a study out of McMaster 
found that raising academic stan- 
dards in key courses increased 
the dropout rate. In other words 
make things harder, and some 
kids flee. But if we want kids to 
stay, does that not also mean that 
we may have to make the courses 
easier, to the detriment of those 
who deserved a more challeng- 
ing education? Won't there by 
subtle pressure on teachers to 
pass kids who would otherwise 
fail, thus dumbing down the 
system to the lowest common 
denominator? 

Finally, there’s another issue 
that McGuinty is not address- 
ing. He daims Ontario's dropout 
rate is 30%. Statistics Canada, 
however, plugs it at doser to 9%. 
Stats Canada looks at the num- 
ber of young people between 20 
and 24 who are either not at- 
tending school, or have a high 
school diploma, the same way 


35 years into a fairly ordi- 
nary, yet steady, music ca- 
reer, when tragedy struck.

What these numbers 
show usis that those who drop 
out often drop back in, even 
in their early twenties 
A relative of mine left high 
school at 16 and pumped gas 
for two years. That was the 
biggest motivation to finish 
school anyone could have. He 
finished via correspondence in 
six months, went to college 
and now is a successful engi- 
neer. Would he have gone to 
college if he had not had that 
rude awakening? Sometimes a 
little life lesson is worth more 
than anything the govern- 
ment could show you 
So, when it comes to this 
bill, I have very mixed feel- 
ings. I'd like to see more kids 
stay in high school. But the 
problem is far more complex 
than this bill seems to suggest 
Let's deal with the relevance 
of high school courses. Let's 
better prepare kids for high 
school in the first place. But 
let's also remember that other 


kids deserve to have a posi- 
tive school experience, too, 
and filling the schools with 
resentful 17-year-olds is hard- 
ly going to provide this. We 
certainly have a crisis, and I 
hope this works. I’m just not 
overly optimistic

‘Ask about our three months 
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By Andrew Redden 

While attending the recent 
Municipal Cultural Planning 
Forum in Perth, I enjoyed lis- 
tening to discussions about 
cultural, arts and heritage 
planning. But one theme 
was consistent, the planning 
of our main streets area is im- 
portant and it doesn’t matter 
how big or small our commu- 
nities are, the main streets mat- 
ter and people want to be in 
the loop. They want to know 
“what's happening” and they 
want to be involved. Citizen 
participation is an essential 
component of planning for 
our communities and for the 
main streets. 

For communities to be suc- 
cessful, local residents and busi- 
nesses need opportunities to 
come together to discuss, de- 
velop and implement common 
visions for their neighbour- 
hoods. For this very reason, 
one of the most important as- 
pects of our own local Main 
Street Revitalization Initiative 
is the Organization / Collabo- 
ration of local residents. 

The Main Street Revital- 
ization Initiative is operated 
by a volunteer management 
committee in each of the four 
partnering towns (Madoc, 
Marmora, Stirling & Tweed) 
consisting of elected repre- 
sentatives, business people, 
members of various commu- 
nity based organizations and 
simply any interested individu- 
als. They are all sitting around 
the same table providing an 
opportunity for dialogue, ex- 
change and submission of dif- 
ferent ideas to make this a true 
community economic devel- 
opment initiative — develop- 
ment of the community by 
the community. 

I like to think of this as a 
“We" instead of “They” pro- 
cess. As noted in my last col- 
umn, I'm constantly reminded 
that some people want to know 
“What's happening?”, or some- 
times it comes out as “What 
are they doing?” The commu- 
nity is and can now exchange 
the word “They” and replace it 


with “We”. This main street 
initiative is treating people as 
citizens, not consumers. 

With that said, what are 
“We doing? We, your local 
volunteer committees, your 
friends and neighbours are cur- 
rently undertaking a number 
of projects and implementing 
actions from your main street 
action plan. By the way, a copy 
of this plan is available by vis- 
iting www.entralhastings.ca- 
Here is a sampling of some of 
the items currently underway 
or being planned: 

- Construction blueprint 
packages are in hand to develop 
parkettes in downtown Madoc 
improve the look of Matthew 
Street in Marmora with en- 
hanced greenspace, banners 
and improved signage; enhance 
Stirling’s downtown intersec- 
tion at the Mac’s Convenience 
corner with a decorative wall 
and plantings (please contact 
me if you wish to submit a 
quotation for these projects) 


- Tweed has detailed facade 
improvement guidelines estab- 
lished to be followed by down- 
town business and building 
owners when making changes 
to their signage or facade 


- Workshops/seminars to 
help existing businesses are 
currently being planned and 
some underway already 


- Trash bash in each town

Legislation to implement safety fences 


Queen's Park - Northumberland MPP

In fact, the legislation 
states that this does “not apply to 
swimming pools located in a mu- 
nicipality that has enacted a by- 
law to protect the safety of chil- 
dren around swimming pools, if 
the protection of children afforded 
by the by-law” is at least equal to 
the protection of children provided 
under the Swimming Pool Safety

Madoc - “There is a huge wait- 
ing list to get into a nursing 
home.” 

That's one misconception, ac- 
cording to the team of Gary Buf- 
fett, Community Relations Co- 
ordinator for Long Term Care; 
Sharon Schleger Placement Co- 
ordinator and Brenda Senger, 
Case Manager for the areas of 
Madoc and Tweed. 

“It is busy, but not a huge 
backlog.” said Gary Buffett at 
a recent information session at 
Madoc. According to Buffett, a 
person could get a room from 0. 


to3 months or 3 to 6 months de- 
pending on the arcumstances. 

Depending on the circum- 
stances, such as “which nursing 
homes are your priority?” oris 
there a “true crisis?” 

Another of the biggest mis- 
conceptions said Gary Buffett 
is “I have worked all my life 
and have fifty thousand dollars 
saved to be left to my children”, 
many “think all the money will 
be used up.” 

“This is not true.” Buffett ex- 
plained further that people do not 
lose their homes or their savings. 
Nursing Homes are subsidized 
and only theirincome, induding 
interest on their savings will be 
taken into account. He empha- 
sized, “They will not be giving 
up the farm.” 

Some are wary about signing 
the papers, but Placement Co- 
ordinator Sharon Schleger said 
there is absolutely no need to 
worry about it, as, “They always 
have the right to change their 
minds. All signing the papers 
does is put a person on a wait- 

ing list. They can decide against 
it anytime.” 

There are fourteen facilities in 
Hastings Prince Edward Coun-

ties with twelve thousand and 
ninety one beds. The bulk of the 
demand, said Buffett is in South 
Hastings. There are seven hun- 
dred and seventeen people on the 
waiting list, but Buffett says that 
number is a bit misleading, as 
there are many “who can do the 
wait” for a specific home. 

The first thing that happens 
when a person calls long term 
care, is the scheduling of an as- 
sessment. An assessment worker 
will determine your needs and 
requirements. Brenda Senger, 
Case Manager for the Madoc 
and Tweed areas, says her job 
is to, “assess the care and the 
needs and make recommenda- 
tions Some may only need home 
care services.” 

“With long term care, the 
quality of life goes up.” Buffett 
said thata resident in long term 
care receives care that they may 
not have been able to receive at 
home. He stressed, “We try to 
keep people in their homes as 
long as possible and are able to 

recommend different services for 
them that are available.”

Lyme Disease is a bacterial disease spread to dogs and other species, 
including humans, by the deer tick. This tick is found most frequently in 
the northeastern USA and must be attached to the skin for more than 48 
hours to transmit the bacteria. The disease is more severe in humans, but 
10% of affected dogs develop severe arthritis and rarely, kidney disease 

In humans, Lyme disease causes rashes, neurological changes, and 
long-term flu-like symptoms. A positive reaction on the Lyme test means 
your dog has been exposed to the infection. Most exposed dogs never get 
sick. Dogs that test positive and show any signs of Lyme disease require 
treatment. 

Ehrlichiosis is a bacterial disease spread to dogs by the Brown Dog Tick, 
found most commonly in the southern USA. In the early stage, dogs may 

have a poor appetite, fever, and swollen lymph nodes. The disease may 

disappear for months to years and then relapse, causing abnormal 

bleeding and bruising, neurologic changes, eye changes, and kidney 

disease. As with Lyme disease, a positive test indicates exposure but not 

disease. Further tests are required to determine if your dog has clinical 

signs suggestive of Ehrlichiosis. 

Neither Lyme disease nor Ehrlichiosis are common in Ontario. By 

surveying patients, we can check the incidence of exposure in our area 

with this simple blood test.

was “experiential learning” 
of the highest order. 

“Canadian history is dra- 
maticand has wonderful sto- 
ries to tell and 1812 is one of 
those stories that is overlooked 
agreat deal,” says East Nor- 
thumberland S.S. teacher Jeff 
Audas, a veteran re-enactor 
who got hooked in 1996 as a 
grade 12 student participating 
ina similar event in Orillia. It 
was then that he also decided 
to become a teacher. 

There is an “element of es- 
caping your normal day to day 
life,” he admits. But there is 
much more than that. 

“You're stepping as far away 
from your own experiences 
as you possibly can. There is 
also a sense of adventure -- 


we don’t get access to these 
experiences any more.” 

The War of 1812 was “in 
some sense our war of inde- 
pendence,” says Mr. Audas. 
“We are celebrating a part of 
Canadian attitude and per- 
sonality that we don’t often 
think about. 

“Students appreciate that 
level of patriotism and they 
respect the contributions of 
their forefathers all the more 
for that. We are a little mod- 
est and we don’t celebrate the 
military contribution as much 
as we should. 

“It’s our history specifi- 
cally. Once you learn about 
the Revolutionary War it puts 
1812 into perspective. 

“1 find reenacting an excel- 
lent way of teaching the pub- 


lic and reliving the things I 
teach,” Mr: Audas says. “My 
students find it very interest- 
ing. The kids who are involved 
in this come away more se- 
rious about it. You see a lot 
of serious faces because they 
understand the causes of the 
war. I don’t think they come 
away thinking that war has 
been glorified or is fun.”

© Usea higher-SPF sunscreen 
While some shy away from sun- 
screen products with higher Skin 
Protection Factor (SPF), using a 
sunscreen with a minimum SPF 
of 15 is recommended by the 
ACS. An SPF 15 blocks out 93 
of the sun’s burning UV rays, 
while an SPF 4 blocks just 75 
percent. It’s also important to 
know that “waterproof” and 
“water-resistant” sunscreens 
are not one and the same. Wa- 
terproof sunscreens can pro- 
tect you for at least 80 min- 
utes when swimming or even 
sweating, while water-resistant 
types typically provide half that 
amount of protection. Reap-

Does driving in traffic make you 
sick? If not in the short-term, in 
the long-term it can, according 
to a growing body of research 
on the effects of pollution on 
human health. Recent studies 
appearing in The Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
and the journal Epidemiology 
show the harmful effects of ve- 
hicle exhaust, smoke and indus- 
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trial emissions on human health 
and disease. Breathing in exhaust 
fumes can damage the heart — 
and possibly even shorten life, 
their research shows. 

“The results suggest that 
repeated periods of short-term 
(several hours) exposure to high 
particulate matter levels, such

Skyrocketing gas and oil 
prices this past year have 
pushed auto retailers to 
make some hard decisions.

HYBRID SYSTEMS 

Many people mistakenly 
think that the term “hybrid” 
is used to classify one engine 
system.

In fact, according to Hybrid- 
Cars.com, there are at least 
four different types of hy- 
brid systems out there. The 
Stop/Start hybrid system 
shuts the engine off when 
it would otherwise idle and 
restarts it instantly on de- 
mand. The Integrated Start- 
er Alternator with Damping 
(ISAD) hybrid system allows 
the electric motors to help 
move the vehicle in addition 
to providing stop/start capa- 
bility. The Integrated Motor 
Assist (IMA) hybrid system 
is similar to the ISAD but 
has a larger electric motor, 
and more electricity can be 


used to help move the vehi- 
cle. The Full Hybrid system 
permits limited all-electric 
drive in addition to supple- 
menting the power of the 
gasoline engine. 

Fans of hybrid cars enjoy 
higher mile-per-gallon ra- 
tios, making hybrids a cost- 
effective option.

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Prep Your Car For Warm- 
Weather Driving 


Spring has arrived and road 
trips scenic drives and more time 
spent behind the wheel beck- 
on. However, without a proper 
automotive overhaul this sea- 
son, you may spend more time 
at the mechanic than enjoying 
the beautiful weather: Here are 
some ways to keep your car in 
top shape:

Fluid Levels Are Key — All 
fluid levels should be checked 
and topped up as needed (en- 
gine oil, transmission, cooling 
system, power steering, brake 
fluid and washer fluid).

Keep Cool — Overheating, 
especially as the weather gets 
warmer, is the leading cause of 
preventable breakdowns and one 
of the main areas where pre- 
vention is much cheaper than 
the cure. Simply stated, a fried 
engine is an expensive repair. If 
your antifreeze is more than a 
couple of years old, play it safe 
and replace your antifreeze. You 
should also consider adding a

Make sure hose clamps 
are tight, and check the ends for 
cracks or corrosion.

— Lastly, inspect your tires. All 
tires should be properly inflat- 
ed, including the spare.

hour traffic, is potentially ca- 
pable of promoting .. . athero- 
sclerosis,” writes Qinghua Sun, 
M_LD., Ph.D., with Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine in New York 
City. When particulate matter 
enters the lungs, it triggers an 
inflammatory response in lung 
cells and in blood vessel walls, 
which leads to plaque buildup 
and atherosclerosis — harden- 
ing of the arteries. 

But what can we do? 

“By keeping your windows 
rolled up while driving in heavy 
traffic and areas with high levels

John Brownell, co-owner of 
German Auto Specialists, a nine- 
bay independent repair shop in 
Plymouth Meeting, Pa., said, “We 
pride ourselves on not just ser- 


had no idea that their vehicle 
either had one, where it was lo- 
cated or what purpose it served, 
Backode said. 

Also referred to by various 
names — pollen filter, interi- 
or air filter, micro filter, micron 
air filter, air-conditioning filter, 
passenger compartment air fil- 
ter, interior ventilation filter or 
dust filter — your vehicle's cab- 
in filter may be located under 
the hood near the firewall, in- 
side the glove box or under the 
dashboard. Refer to the vehi- 
cle’s owner's manual to check 
if the vehicle is equipped with 
one. Be aware that the owner's 
manual may refer to this item 


“if equipped.” 

“Cabin filters trap airborne 
contaminants such as dust, grime, 
pollen, spores and other harm- 
ful substances, preventing them 
from entering the vehicle's inte- 
rior,” Backode explained. “This 
protects passengers as well as 
downstream HVAC components. 
In fact, they work very much like 
the heating and/or air condition- 
ing filters in the home. 

“Our Premium Cabin Filters 
line can trap close to 100 percent 
of all airborne contaminants, in- 
cluding pollen, dust particles, 
harmful substances and odors 
that can enter through the vehi- 
de’s air conditioning or heating 


system. This results in marked 
improvementin the air inside the 
passenger cabin. That is why, in 
our promotions, we refer to the 
critical role cabin filters play in 
keeping vehide interiors dean and 
motorists enjoying an environ- 
mentally safe car/SUV.” 

What type of cabin filter should 
be used?

Their additional 
layer of activated charcoal ab- 
sorbs dose to 100 percent of toxic 
and foul-smelling gases such as 
ozone, nitrogen oxide, sulfur di- 
oxide and hydrocarbons. An ad- 
ditional cover layer makes for 
extra protection 
While replacing the cabin fil- 
ter, Bosch recommends remov- 
ing all debris that might have 
collected in or around the cabin 
filter housing to ensure a tight 
seal for maximum filtration. And 
remember, in many cases both 
particulate type and activated 
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charcoal type cabin filters are 
available for the same vehicle 
In these cases, you can replace 
a used cabin filter with either a 
particulate cabin filter or activated 
charcoal cabin filter — irrespec- 
tive of what type was originally 
installed by the vehide manu- 
facturer. 

“Changing the cabin filter isa 
relatively inexpensive item and 
only serves to enhance the qual- 
ity of the air you breathe inside 
the vehicle,” Brownell said.

¢ Blankets and extra clothes 
Talk to anyone whose car has 
ever broken down on a non- 
summer night and, chances 
are, they'll regale you with 
tales of how cold they were

to pack along heavier clothes 
once the air starts getting a 
little warmer. While you can 
probably handle a jacketless 
breakdown during a spring- 
time afternoon, temperatures 
have been known to drop sig- 
nificantly once the sun goes 
down. Packing a blanket or an 
extra jacket or two shouldn’t 
take up too much trunk space 
but will ensure that you won't 
be cold if your car breaks down 
as nighttime approaches. 

© Cell phone charger. Nearly 
every cell phone company now 
sells chargers that can plug 
right into your vehicle's lighter 
or an outlet designed for this 
purpose. Typically, the longer 
you're driving, the more sus- 
ceptible your car is to break- 
ing down. If you're driving all 
day and haven't charged your 
cell phone, you might be left 
with a broken-down car anda 
cell phone that won't let you 
make any calls for emergency 
roadside assistance because of 
a dead battery. 

¢ Bottled water and non- 
perishable foods. In the un-

TRAILER SAFETY 

More damage can be done 
to equipment, like boats, by 
improperly transporting them 
than from regular wear and 
tear. Your first step is to finda 
trailer that can accommodate 
your load adequately. For a 
boat, it should be long enough 
to support the entire length 
of the boat so that it is car- 
ried upright as it would float 
in the water. But, the trailer 
should be short enough so the 
engines can extend freely.

Exploring the great outdoors 
is a year-round pastime, from 
hiking and biking to off-roading 
and extreme sports. The popu- 
larity of sport-utility vehicles, 
all-terrain vehicles and trucks 
shows how much consumers 
crave an adventurous lifestyle. 
But unless it’s done responsi- 
bly, four-wheeling could have 
a damaging effect on the en- 
vironment. 

When driving off the high- 
ways and main roads, it’s im- 
por tant to take extra precau- 
tions. Remembering a few 
practical tips can help make 
the trip enjoyable while min- 
imizing any impact on sur- 
rounding areas 

e Plan and prepare a route 
that is safe, legal and within 
the limita tions of your vehic! ie. 
Local agencies like the Forest 
Service, National Park Service, 
or Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment should have informa- 
tion on off-highway vehic e 
trails near you. 

¢ Stay on designated roads 
and trails. Drivers should only 
use trails designated for off- 
highway vehicle use and should 
never make their own shortcuts 
or trails. Private land should 
only be crossed with the own- 
ers permission. 

* Make sure to drive in the 
middle when on the trail. You'll

avoid widening the lane and 
destroying vegetation along 
the roadside. If possible, also 
avoid driving through mud 
or soft soil : 

© Drive over fallen trees or 
other obstacles at an angle, 
one wheel at a time. Driving 
around them can destroy veg- 
etation surrounding the trail, 
so sometimes it’s best to ei- 
ther move the object or drive 
over it 

¢ If you must cross a stream, 
do so slowly at a 90-degree 
angle, and only at trail fording 
points, where the trail usually 
crosses the water. 

The national nonprofit or- 
ganization Tread Lightly! has 
developed a variety of educa- 
tional materials to encourage 
responsible four-wheeling, 
mountain biking, ATV riding, 
sand duning, personal water-

A Private Member's Bill intro- 
duced by Conservative MPP 
Tim Hudak will fail to be the 
definitive solution in changing 
the much-cniticized tax assess- 
ment system in Ontario.

“Tf you look closely the 
Bill appears to be a red her- 
ring that baits the taxpayers 
of this province into think- 
ing they are finally getting 
some action,” says Paul Ha- 
zell, President and CEO of 
the CNTC. 

Some organizations such as 
WRAFT have stated that the 
Hudak bill is a significant step 
forward in the fight for prop- 
erty tax reform and some seem 
to think it is in the best inter- 
est of all residential property 
owners, adds Hazell. He says 
the assessment taxation shifts 
will still exist, there will be no 
direct accountability and the

Hudak Bill On Tax 
Reform Described 
As “Red Herring” 


taxpayers will not have any 
measure of control over what 
is happening to them. 

Key component in the Hu- 
dak bill places a five per cent 
cap on residential property 
assessment increases as long 
as home ownership is main- 
tained. 

“With the five per cent cap 
ceasing upon sale of a proper- 
ty, the value is allowed to go 
to the figure determined by 
MPAC for that year,” notes 
the CNTC official. “A multi- 
leveled system of assessment 
is then created. This makes the 
current bad system of valua- 
tion even worse.” 

In the opinion of the CNTC, 
the legislation lulls people into 
believing something signifi- 
cantis being done when in fact 
it turns out to be a charade 
that is, for the most part, an 
insult to the intelligence of 
taxpayers. 

Hazell says one might sus- 
pect that MPAC had writ- 
ten the legislation in order 
to maintain the status quo 
in an attempt to confuse the 
people of Ontario.

Please Leam Wet From 
Dry For Recycling 


| am a local resident of Trent 
Hills and | have been raised in 
an environmentally conscious 
home founded on my father’s 
career as an active environ- 
mentalist. Also, | am part of 
@ generation educated via re- 
cycling programs and garbage 
clean-ups, enthusiastic about 
protecting the earth. Further- 
more, | am co-founder of Close 
the Loop, a small club of Car- 
leton University students in- 
terested in not only recycling 


but also choosing to buy re- 
cycled materials, thus closing 
the loop. 

However, my concern is that 
as | walk to work on garbage 
day in Campbeliford | see count- 
less residents and businesses 
incorrectly sorting WET from 
DRY. Despite an attempt to 
train the public the County's 
Wet and Dry program may be 
misleading people. To clarify, 
‘dry’ does not indicate dry gar- 
bage, for example: plastic/me- 
tallic wrappers, soiled paper 
towels or ceramics but any re- 
cyclable products marked with 
the 3-arrow symbol.

They have carefully studied the 
science; including, the Ontario 
College of Family Physicians, 
the Canadian Cancer Society, 
the Registered Nurses Associa- 
tion of Canada, and the Ontario 
Public Health Association. All 
of these organizations support 
municipal bylaws that ban the 
use of pesticides for cosmetic 
purposes. 

2. You may be willing to trust 
the federal government on this 
issue; however, in a comprehen- 
sive audit in 2003, the Auditor 
General's department found 
that Health Canada’s Pesticide 
Management Regulatory Agency

million possible sites for re- 
view. The number of studies 
of interest to Ontario farm- 
ers would be considerably less, 
but there’s no doubt ample 
studies exist to provide cred- 
ible answers.

Not 
much has changed since the 
Printing of that report. 

We need our governments 
to provide the right conditions, 
and we really don’t have time 
for any more wheel-spinning 
on this issue. Hon. Ralph 
Ferguson, in 1991, authored 
Phase One of Compare the 

are, a document that re- 


vealed how little the farmer 
received, compared to others 
in the food chain, for primary 
production. 

That document was updated 
and reprinted by Diane Martz 
of the Centre for Rural Stud- 
ies and Enrichment at St. Pe- 
ters College, Saskatchewan, in 
2004. Figures from the revised 
study is once again cause for 
alarm for farmers-the spread 
between what they're paid for 
their production and what con- 
sumers are charged continues 
to grow. 

Mr Easter, in his report t0 
Minister Mitchell, observed an 
increasing tendency for gov: 
emmentagriculture ministre 
to step away from an advo- 
cacy role on behalf of farm- 
ers, instead concentrating 0M 
the agri-food sector. Ontario> 
deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Food and Rural Affairs, 
confirmed this approach when 
he addressed the OFA’ board 
of directors.

Health Matters 


Children and ATVs 


Most children and young teens enjoy the chance to explore 
the outdoors. All-terrain vehicles, also known as ATVs, pro- 
vide one way of doing that. However, many children under 
16 have been seriously injured or killed as either passengers 
or drivers of ATVs. Falling or being thrown off, rolling the 
ATY, or colliding with an object such as a fence or tree are 
the main causes of injuries. Most of those injured were not 
wearing helmets. 

It’s important for parents to model safe behavior and en- 
force the following guidelines: 

Children under 16 should not operate ATVs. They lack the 
strength, skills, and experience to handle ATVs safely. 

Children should never ride as passengers. ATVs are de- 
signed for a single driver. Passengers can affect the balance 
and make it hard for the driver to keep control. 

Drivers should always wear eye protection, proper clothing 
such as boots, gloves, and long pants and an approved helmet 
for ATVs or motorcycles — not a bicycle helmet. Approved 
helmets include those meeting the standards of the Canadian 
Standards Association, Department of Transportation/Federal 
Motor Vehicle Safety Standard, Snell or American National 
Standards Institute. 

Drivers should take an approved training course. Call (613) 
739-1535 or visit <www.safety-council.org> to find the course 
nearest you.

OPP Remind Safety When Hauling 


With the arrival of spring, it’s not uncommon to see an in- 
crease in vehicles hauling trailers, boats and other recreational 
equipment on our roads and highways, and the OPP wants to 
make sure that motorists who are hauling even the lightest 
load behind their vehicle, do so with safety in mind. 

Before you head out on the road, make sure that all your 
lights are working, and this is equally important for daytime 
driving as itis at night. Ideally, a tow vehicle should be as heavy 
if not heavier than the load being towed, and keep in mind 
that a longer wheelbase on a tow vehicle helps keep the tow 
vehicle from being pushed around by your loaded trailer. 

Your hitch is an important factor in safe hauling, there- 
fore make absolutely sure that your hitch is safe and your 
safety chain properly fastened. The last thing you want to 
do is look out your rear view mirror and see your load on 
the loose, or worse yet, in the path of nearby vehicles. Trailer 
tires are often neglected, so be sure they are in good shape 
and properly inflated. 

While you are out on the road, think twice about passing 
with a load in tow and if you need to do so, remember to al- 
low extra time and pull-in room when passing slow moving 
vehicles. Also allow plenty of extra braking distance between 
you and the vehicle in front of you. 

The OPP reminds everyone who plans on hauling loads be- 
hind their vehicle, to remember these important safety tips. 
Safe hauling will go a long way in protecting you, your pas- 
sengers and nearby vehicles from serious injury or death.

old, one chance in 2500; 50 
years old, one chance in 58; 
80 years old, one chance in 
12. Overall, the risk is one in 
nine of a woman developing 
breast cancer, however, there 
has been a 25% increase in 
women under 50. 

Brethour described other, 
‘possible’ risk factors, includ- 
ing: early menarche (menstru- 
ation) before 12 years of age; 
late menopause (over 55); late 
age of first pregnancy (over 30) 
or never having a baby. Breast 
feeding for one to two years 
reduces the risk factor. 

How to minimize your risk 
is still being studied, she said, 
but the current standard says 
you should be physically ac- 
tive, maintain a healthy body 
weight, limit alcohol use, eat 
a healthy diet (5-10 vegeta- 
bles a day), and spend a mini- 
mum length of time on hor- 
mone replacement therapy, if 
used at all. 

“Remember,” she said, 
“most breast cancer occurs

When my brother-in-law was 
SIX he had a traumatic exper- 
ence choosing a chocolate bar. 
His dad offered to buy him one, 
and he ran into the store with 
glee. Then Kurt saw something 
that stopped him in his tracks. It 
was a Big Truck bar. How could 
you possibly go wrong with a Big 
Truck chocolate bar, a Big Truck 
bar spelled B-I-G T-U-R-K? His 
father tossed him the bar, and 
Kurt bit into it with all his might.

Kurt made a mistake com- 
mon to beginner readers. They 
know that a certain word has 
certain letters in it, and when 
they see those letters, they see 
the word, even if the letters 
are in the wrong order. Pho- 
nics tries to take care of this by 
teaching kids to see the word 
from left to right, and to rec- 
ognize common letter patterns. 
Yet phonics is not looked upon 
very fondly by many educators, 
who still use whole language.

This method stresses learning 
meaning, and not just sound, 
by picking up cues from con- 
text and pictures. 
I received my best education 
in whole language through the 
kindergarten Book-in-a-Bag pro- 
gram. A son ofa friend brought 
such books home everyday, and 
they dutifully read them togeth- 
er, though both hated them, and 
not just because the books were 
inanely stupid. The mom hated 
them because they used words 
like “lightning”, “tomorrow 
or “bicycle”, words that begin- 
ning readers can’t decipher. But 
the teacher explained that as he 
read the book, he'd learn to read 
“But he’s not really reading it 
the mom said. “That's only your 
opinion,” the teacher countered 
“He is, because he’s decipher- 
ing the picture cues. And once 
he thinks he can read, he'll feel 
much better about reading.” Get 
it? He's reading though he's not 
reading, and now he thinks he can 
read though he can’t. My head is 
still spinning 
If you look at the literacy rates 

in Canada, it’s obvious my head 
isn’t the only one hurting. In 1992, 
when whole language raged, The 
Economic Counal of Canada found 
that over a quarter of Canadians 
aged 16-24 were functionally il- 
literate. Not only that, buta high 
school English textbook was the 
equivalent of a pre-World War 
II Grade 7 one.

language—after the school 
ranked last in their board of 
89 schools.

Yet in this neck 
of the woods, we still have too 
many whole language “books 
ina bag” 

It’s not rocket science to 
how to read, and when kids are 
taught systematically, they do 
indeed leam. Let’s go with what 
has worked, rather than with 
ideology that has largely been 
discredited. And if necessary 
buy Hooked on Phonics your- 
self and use it this summer. 
At least your kids can learn it 
from you

so much love.” 

The business itself is the 
many varieties of ecologi- 
cally safe and biodegradable 
soaps she makes using essen- 
tial oils and natural ingre- 
dients. Like Colonel Sand- 
ers she uses a secret recipe 
known only to her. 

Célyne, herself is allergic 
to perfumes and so noth- 
ing artificial is used. The 
process, she says, is much 
like making a cake. First she 


mixes the ingredients and 
puts them into one of her 
110 different molds and 
they then go into an incu- 
bator where they generate 
their own heat, up to 40 de- 
grees Celsius without elec- 
tricity and then cook for 24 
hours. 

As there are no artificial 
colours, the soap changes 
colour throughout the pro- 
cess and no two batches are 
ever the same. Lavender is 


particularly moody and tem- 
peramental says Célyne. It 
could turn out any shade of 
purple. Peach is the only soap 
that never changes. 

There are many variet- 
ies available. All are healing 
soaps and using aromather- 
apy are good for the mind 
and body. Honey and oat 
soap helps with rashes and 
eczema and for those people 
who love the great outdoors, 
there's citronella soap which 
we're told works well when 
rubbed on a dog’s collar. 

Although her soaps (and 
beeswax candles) are sold in 
shops in Montreal, Gatineau, 
Toronto and in Tweed at the 
Gunning’s B and B, fund- 
raisers are the main focus 
of her business. Célyne is 
a French teacher in Enter- 
prise and Harrowsmith and 
school orders play a major 
role. Large orders of 1000 
soaps get 40% off, 500 soap 
orders receive 35% off, etc. 
She’s currently working on 
a large order for an Ottawa 
fundraiser that will be ready 
in the fall. 

Gift baskets and wedding 
gifts for the tables are also 
part of Célyne’s “M’Amie’s 
Treasures” as are the people 
who collect miniature soaps. 
There’s a few naughty ones 
as well. Célyne will be in 
the jailhouse in Tweed for 
Canada Day celebrations and 
her website is www.mami- 
estreasures.com.

Emergency Access 
Preparing For 24/7 Coverage

Campbeliford - Like other hospitals and communities across 


Ontario, Campbellford Memorial Hospital (CMH) is expe- 
riencing a physician shortage. 

With the pool of physicians CMH required to fully oper- 
ate its Emergency Room shrinking, it means that changes 
must be made on how existing locally-based physicians com- 
mit their time. 

On occasion this summer, General Practitioners located at 
Hillside Family Medicine, will adjust their Family Practice 
hours of operation to ensure the hospital continues to receive 
physician coverage required for its Emergency Room to re- 
main operational 24 hours per day, seven days per week. 

By doing so, the hospital’s Emergency Room remains acces- 
sible to all patients during the busy summer season. Residents 
now served by Hillside Family Medicine may experience a 
longer wait to see their family physician. But existing Hill- 
side Family Medicine patients needing to book an appoint- 
ment with their family physician will continue to contact the 
clinicas per usual to do so. 

“Ensuring the hospital’s Emergency Room remains open 
and continues to provide current service levels in the com- 
ing months is a priority for both physicians and hospital 
administration,” explains Kelly Isfan, President and CEO, 
Campbellford Memorial Hospital. “The hospital has advised 
the Ontario Ministry of Health and Long-Term Care of the 
situation and the work underway to ensure the hospital has 
access to enough physicians to continue providing current 
Emergency Room service levels.” 

“Our family physicians, specialists and nurses are working 
very hard to provide care to many people in their greatest 
time of need; while contributing to the health and well-be- 
ing of our community.” 

A physician must be present for the Emergency Room to 
be open and provide service. CMH’s Emergency Room is to- 
day largely supported by two full-time physicians and three 
General Practitioners. 

In addition to their E/R shifts, often requiring them to work 
overnight and on weekends, General Practitioners also serve 
the community via their busy family practices based in the 
Hillside Family Medicine. They also serve the needs of 34 in- 
hospital patients requiring daily care and they also serve the 
health care needs of nursing home residents. 

Adds Isfan: “The workload for physicians practicing in this 
community is very high and increasing. Campbellford Me- 
morial Hospital serves an increasingly aging population and 
is facing growing demands for service, particularly with its 
Emergency Room serving more people without family phy- 
sicians. If this trend continues, then we risk an even greater 
shortage of physicians now practicing here.”

To tackle bullying head on, 
the government has: 

- Established a three-year, $3 
million partnership with Kids 
Help Phone. This will double 
the 24-hour hotline’s capacity 
to provide anonymous coun- 
seling to students in Ontario 
who are dealing with bully- 
ing issues. This is expected to 
benefit 30,000 more students 
each year 

- Launched a registry of bul- 
lying-prevention programs 

- Invested $7.83 million this 
year to help schools purchase, 
create or expand their bullying- 
prevention programs, 

These initiatives will help ad- 
dress concerns that have been 
raised in research done by the 
government and other sources. 
The government's province- 
wide School Safety Audit of 
Ontario schools showed that 86 
percent of the respondents sur- 
veyed want access to an inven- 


tory of available, effective vio- 
lence prevention programs. 

“Safe schools are a prerequi- 
site for student achievement,” 
said Education Minister Sandra 
Pupatello, “That's why our gov- 
ermment is committed to mak- 
ing sure every publicly funded 
school has a bullying-preven- 
tion program and resources for 
better school safety.” 

According to the Centre for 
Addiction and Mental Health, 
roughly one in three students 
in grades 7 to 12 report having 
been bullied at school, and just 
under a third report having bul- 
lied someone else. 

In December 2004, the Mc- 
Guinty government launched 
its Safe School Strategy to en- 
sure that students feel safe at 
school and on school grounds. 
The strategy includes a bul- 
lying-prevention program in 
every school, school resources, 
training for teachers and prin- 
cipals, and a partnership with 
Kids Help Phone.

She is one of the authors 
of excellent book Glean-

A life-long native of 
Campbellford, Ann was 
a teacher in the Hastings 
County Board of Education 
for 32 years and her work 
earned her the honour of 
being one of the first life 
members of the amalgam- 
ated Hastings Elementary 
Teachers’ Association. 


“It was a difficult task 
restricting the highlights 
to seven crucial happen- 
ings over the past centu- 
ry because it depends a lot 
on your own personal per- 
spective,” summed up Ms. 
Rowe

of importance, Ann’s selec- 
tions are as follows: 

Building of the Town 
Power Plant, 1909. 

Completion of the Trent 
Canal, 1918.

Amalgamation of Camp- 
bellford and Seymour 
Township, 1998

The building of the pow- 
er plant had long-time im- 
plications because it made 
Campbellford one of the 
few towns in the province 
generating its own power 
until it was sold to Hydro 
One a few years back. 

Ann notes that there was 
a time in 1906 through 1911 
when the Town Council 
didn’t trust the Public Util- 
ity Commission and took 
over the operation from 
that board. It was during 
that time when the third 
and present electric light 
and power plant was con- 
structed. The commission 
was re-established a few 
years later and took of- 
fice as the Water and Light

“During their evolution, 
all towns have their share 
of joyous events and catas- 
trophes,” said Ms. Rowe 
“Certainly one of our major 
catastrophes was the closing 
of the woolen mill in 1975, 
resulting in about 80 em- 
ployees being laid off and 
without a job ata time jn 
their lives they were most 
vulnerable.”

Northumberland - In a smoke-free Ontario, education, not just 
enforcement, is the approach being used to help area residents 
enjoy the breath of fresh air in their communities.

America.

“Education is the key to keep our communities informed 
and this funding will lend support to our Health Unit with 
that quest,” Mr. Rinaldi says.
